The school was taught by Miss Myra Hayes, of Limerick, Maine, 
it being her third year as teacher in this division. 

It would be useless for us to add or retract from former reports. 
At the final visit of the School Board, the scholars were orderly 
and showed improvement in their different recitations, and the 
school-room and surroundings denoted good care and careful 
supervision. 


DIVISION NO. 3. 


Miss Helen R. Jamieson, of Methuen, Mass., having taught this 
school the two preceding terms, and already acquired the affection 
and confidence of her pupils, could at once resume her duties 
advantageously. 

The scholars were clearly interested in their school exercises, 
good order was manifest, she proved herself successful in the 
earnest efforts to, and did succeed in giving them a good school. 

The teacher remarks that, ‘1 have found it a pleasure to teach 
the pupils of this school. I find them as a whole, earnest, 
obedient and studious, and I wish to thank their parents and 
friends for their kindness shown me through the pupils, and for 
the time spent by them in visiting the school.” 


DIVISION NO. 4. 


Miss Florence E. Rollins, teacher for the past year, continued 
her work with the same success. ‘This is a small school; there 
were seven scholars present at the last two visits of the School

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Board ; all were studious, quiet, neat and orderly, and nothing was 
apparently needed except scholars to fill the vacant seats. Miss 
Rollins has an advanced class of four, who acquitted themselves 
with great credit to themselves and their teacher. 


REMARKS. 


The advancement and deportment of our schools the past year 
have been fairly satisfactory.. The registers have been neatly and 
carefully kept, the school buildings well cared for by their several 
teachers and janitors, text books handled with care, and supplies 
called for in wholesale quantities. We are free to say that in our 
frequent visits to the schools, we fail to find many pupils who appear 
as though sent there to be the recipients of knowledge without labor 
or exertion on their part, while others appear as if the teacher was 
in duty bound to pour it into their minds to be received by them 
automatically, but the major proportion of our scholars, we think 
to be studious and ambitious to make progress in their studies. It 
is necessary to impress our teachers with the idea that their pupils 
should be thoroughly versed with the rudimentary principles of the 
preparatory branches, before they can successfully and intelligently 
enter upon and comprehend the higher and more advanced stud- 
ies. The mere fact of their having completed certain branches 
(either by pretense or turning the leaves) is of no benefit to them, 
unless the proper foundation has been made for their acquiring a 
perfect understanding of the subject matter, not such an under- 
standing as will enable them to repeat from memory the language 
of their text books, but such a thorough comprehension as will en- 
able them to explain intelligently, in their own language, the ele- 
mentary principle upon which the solution is based. 

These remarks are particularly applicable to arithmetic; this 
branch of study, considering its importance, is neglected in a great 
many schools. Care should be taken that a plain and practical 
application be made of its various principles, and mental computa- 
tions insisted upon. It must be remembered that in the ordinary 
walks of life and in the transaction of business generally, he who 
thinks and acts quickly often embraces favorable opportunities and 
arrives at conclusions that enable him to attain success much more 
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quickly than others. ‘This is sometimes the result of a natural 
adaptation for the performing of business, but more often it 
originates from the proper training of the mind. ‘This 
condition of training can be greatly facilitated by compelling 
the brain to perform the function of a book-keeper in many 
instances, without resorting to pen and paper. ‘This not only ob- 
viates the delay incident to such action, but lessens the depen- 
dency of the business man upon subordinates. It is certain he, 
whose mind encompasses all branches of his respective business, and 
is familiar with all the details and is competent to judge as to the 
capability of his employees, has a decided advantage over one with 
no practical experience or training, and one unable to intelligently 
select his assistants. Just so the scholar, who, in the beginning, is 
taught to rely upon the working out in his own mind of the ordin- 
ary transactions of every day life, surpasses one who is entirely de- 
pendent upon a carefully figured arithmetical calculation on paper 
or slate. 

This is an age of advancement, new and improved machinery is 
being substituted for that in use in our manufacturing establish- 
ments, new ways are being devised to instill knowledge into the 
minds of the young. Branches of study are being taught in our 
schools which may not appear necessary to some of our citizens, as 
for example, music; the opinions of the parents are divided as to 
the feasibility of its introduction, we have been requested to both 
continue and discontinue the teaching of it. The following is sub- 
stantially the yearly cost of its introduction : 


Three charts, $10 each, $30 00 
Singing School Teacher, one hour each school, each week, 
at $1 per hour, 4 schools, 35 weeks each, 140 0O 
One hour or 1-6 of each day required by Singing Teacher 
for practice, 1-6 of the school money, estimated 200 00 
Making a total of $370 00 


After the first year the schools would be supplied with the neces- 
sary charts, rendering the expense the succeeding years so much 
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less ; we shall incorporate into our school warrant an article asking 
the district to decide the question for us. We do not feel justified 
in spending this amount of the school money when we know of the 
opposition to it, unless we have some authority from the taxpayers. 

We found our schools sadly in want of text books, many were 
wholly unfit for use, many were using readers far in advance of 
their requirements; we decided to change certain text books, and 
introduced Hazen’s Series of Readers; we now have at least two 
years supply on hand. ‘The Grammars, Geographies and Spellars 
are mostly in bad condition and new volumes should be supplied, 
otherwise our schools are well equipped with modern school 
apparatus. 

But a small proportion of the children that attend our common 
schools will have any other educational advantages. With the 
qualifications here received, whether good or bad, they will go out 
to the business of life. 

Their success will depend upon their intellectual and moral 
training, for surely if there is any dependence to be placed in what 
we see and hear, there is a close connection between the training 
of children and their future character and conduct. With book 
knowledge should also be taught the value of a noble, moral 
character. 

Parents, teachers and others should co-operate in this work, for 
our future as a nation depends on the intelligence and morality 
of its citizens.
